Mr. John A. Brownlee, of the 
firm of Brownlee, Homer & Co., of St 
Lonis, lately President of the Merchants’ 
Bank, at the head of one of the Insurance 
Companies, and Chief of the Police T)e 
partment, a resident of St. Lonis for twenty, 
five years, died in that city on Thursday 
last. 

From Jefferson City we learn on the 10th 
that the firing heard on the 9th in the 
neighborhood of Tipton was supposed to be 
between a party of rebels under General 
Rains and some of the Governmnt troops, 
but the report was net fully credited. 

Squads of rebels, from five to twenty in 
number, are reported by soouts to be on 
their way to their homes in the West, many 
of them declaring that they will not again 
take up arms against the Government — that 
they were badly treated by Price’s follow 
ers. 

The correspondent of the St. Louis Re- 
publican sends the following statement. 
The Gen. Price mentioned ia T. L. Price, 
the loyal General: 

Quite a sensation was created in town 
last evening by the arrival of Mrs. Colonel 
Ellis, from Tipton, bearer of dispatches 
from General Hunter and Colonel Ellis She 
was dressed in a semi-military riding habit 
and hat, with a crimson sash thrown around 
the left shoulder, as an officer of the day, 
mounted on a splendid charger, and attend 
ed by two orderlies. She had ridden forty- 
five miles since ten o’clock, and without 
taking a moment’s rest, delivered her orders 
at camp, and then waited upon General 
Price with her dispatches, urging forward 
two squadrons of Colonel Ellis’s com- 
mand, now here, to rejoin the regiment at 
Tipton. 

Colonel Fritz’s regiment rettirned last 
night from the Gasconade. There never 
was any ground for the apprehension of 
an attack upon Hermann. 

The reported fight near Tipton, which I 
telegraphed you to day, was probably only 
a skirmish between oar force there aud a 
body of three thousand cavalry, which, it 
appears. Price has detached as an aTtny ot 
cbiervation, for the purpose of amusing our 
advancing columns unt 1 aa can make good 
his retreat. They have been hovering 
around our army for several days, but it is 
believed they will not risk any general 
engagement. 

The same correspondent, late on the 
night of the 10:h, sends the following dis- 
patch: 

A ecout has just arrived here from Spring 
field, and reports at headquarters that there 
were only one thousand rebels at that place. 
The soout fell in with an old acquaintance 
at Springfield, and, by pretending to be a 
Secessionist, learned that Ben McCulloch 
waB at Camp Jackson with only fifteen hun 
dred men, waiting for reinforcements from 
Arkansas A large number of McCulloch’s 
forces who were with him at Wilson’s Creek 
were with Price at Lexing’on, and the rest 
are with Hardee. 

McCulloch expects to join Price at Sac 
river, wh.ch will bo abou . the 20.h inst., ai.d 
the c3mbiucd forces expect to marcu on 
Jefferson City. Tnis in eraiaiiou is believed 
to be entirely reliable.

Extraordinary Criminal Case. 

A STRANGE ST IKY IN HIGH LIFE. 

The London Times, of Sept. 18, contains 
the particulars of one of the most extraor. 
dinary criminal cases ever recorded, 
and it possesses all the elements of a fi:at- 
class sensational novel, and is rich in mate 
rial for a melo drama, with an abundance 
of villianies figuring in every scene. The 
substance of thec&sjis this: 

Riehard Guineas Hill, nephew of the 
celebrated banker of Dublin, while at 
Brussels became acquainted with Miss Amy 
Georgian* Burdett, grand daughter of Sir 
Francis Burdett. The young lady had been 
adopted by Miss Burdett Cou ti, who tcok a 
lively interest in her welfare, and was, with 
her mother, La4y Burdett, making a tem- 
porary visit at Brussels. Among the num - 
berless suitors for her hand was Mr. Hill, 
who was ultimately accepted. Aftew the 
marriage they lived together happily fir 
several years, pa3sirga considerable portion 
of their time in traveling. It is necessary 
here to state that a life interest on toe lady’s 
fortune, which was very considerable with 
the exception of a small portion which was 
placed at her disposal, was settled on her 
husband at the marriage, and subsequently 
she made a will devisiug the whole of her 
property, including, it is understood, a 
valuable estate, absolutely to him in the 
event of no iasun surviving her decease. Io 
the beginning of 1859, Mrs. Hill, then re- 
siding in St. Stephen’s grten, Dublin, and 
expeoting daily to be confined, and being 
desirous that the accauchment should take 
place in Loudon, left Ireland wiih this view. 
While on her journey, accompanied by her 
husband, she wa3 taken unwell, and was 
unable to proceed beyond Rugby. There she 
was taken from the carriage and conveyed 
to the nearest place where accommodation 
could be afforded, a small beer house called 
the Globe, about half a mile from the 
station, and where she was delivered within 
two hours of the child involved in the 
present inquiry, A few days afterwards 
her husband adopted a oourse to destroy 
tie indentity of the child, with the pre 
sumed object of possessing himself of the 
property devised by the will. 

Hill went to the registrar, a Mr. Herbert, 
since deceased, and registered the cbild an 
• Robert Hill, son of Mary Hill and Robert 
Hill; maiden name Seymour;” the true 
description being, as far as the parents were 
concerned. “Richard Guineas Hill, Amy 
Georgian* 11:1 ; maiden name Burdett ” 

A week alter the birth of the oiild Hill 
induced his wife to consent lo put the ohild 
out to nurse, aud went to London for the 
purpose of making the neoessary arrange 
mentn. . The day following his arrival in 
town he informed his wife that he had made 
arrangements that would be satisfactory 
to her, and requested her to forward the 
child to London by a train which he indi- 
cated This train was not due in London 
until nearly midnight. The mother, be 
lieving her husband's representations 
intrusted her child, then only ten days old, 
to Catharino Parsons, a girl fourten years 
of age, the daughter of the woman who was 
then nursing her. and they left by the train 
mentioned by the prisoner. Tne child was 
wrapped in a shawl prized for particular 
reasous by 'he mother, as well aa a box 
containing baby linen, whioh was also sent 
with the ohild. 

Catharine Parsons slates that on arriving 
at the. Euston Square station ehe was m-i 
hy the prisoner. He took her in a cab to 
some part of the metropolis, with which, of 
course, as a country girl, she was unao 
quainted, and having deposited the box, 
returned with her and the child to the 
vicinity of the Euston Station, where they 
were met by two women, one of whom she 
describes a< a black woman, and both of 
them as being drunk. By Mr. Hitl’s direc 
lion ehe handed the child to one of these 
women who asked if it was alive and clean 
to which Catharine replied that she hoped 
it would be taken as much care of aud 
kept as clean as it had been at Rugby. 
Ca’harine had received s'rict injunctions 
from Mrs. Hill to bring hack the shawl in 
which the child was enveloped, but when 
she endeavored to do so, the woman replied 
that if she took the child, she would take 
the shawl and all with it, and accordingly 
re'ained possession of that article Mr 
Rill then took the girl to the Queen’s Dining 
Rooms, in Great Portland street, Oxford 
street, kept by Mr. Manning, wheie she 
remained, healss occupying a room In the 
same house Oa the f blowing day Hill 
and the girl returned to Rugby, where she 
intimated to her mistresj that the 
ohild hail been placed in improper hands, 
He, however, combated this assump ion by 
assuring his wife that the girl was entirely 
mistaken. From time to time Mrs Hill 
expressed the greatest auxitty regarding 
the welfare of her child, but her husband 
always asseverated that it was in proper 
hands and progressing most satisfactory 
Th:6 state of things continued for ab u 
two years, and at length Mrs. Hill toll her 
husband that she insisted upon seeing ihe 
child. He refused to comply with her 
request, a serious alterca’ion took pl«ce 
and he ul'imately subjected her to gross ill 
usage. Upon this a separation took pine*, 
but a short time subsequently be made 
overtures to bis wife to live with him again 
She indignantly repelled his offers for a 
time, but at length promised to consider 
them favorably providing ho satisfied hor 
as to what had become of bee infant 

Hill prevaricated, and fi tally his wife 
placed the matter in the hands of a solicitor 
and Inspector Hamilton, of ihsLifidm 
Deteotive Poliee. was intruded vi h th» 
search for the child. A reward of £20 wa-< 
offered for any iuformaiion that would lead 
to the discovery of tba infant, the handbills 
setting forth such tacts as ware known, 
with adescrip'ion of Hill, ihe woman who 
received the child, and the shawl in which it 
had been wrapped 

A woman ntunad Mackay, living in 3* 
Giles, saw the offer of the reward, and 
sought an interview with Hamilton. 

She stated that about eighteen month* 
previously, when lodging in a house in tbe 
Seven Dials, a woman wno oooupied a room 
on tbe same flior, and who had no children 
of her own, one or two nighls consecutive y 
had a ohild in her room, which Mack *y 
knew by hearing it cry Sie spoke to th- 
womau about it, asking her to whom the 
ohild belonged. Her fellow-lodger replied 
that she had reoeived it irom a woman, who 
had ob aioed it from another waman 
named Andrews, who had informed h»r 
that she had received it from a gentleman 
at a railway station Mack ay added that 

Ihe woman in question left the bouse a few 
days afterwards, and she sinoe knew 
nothing about her. Slight aa thia olue 



appeared, Brett worked upon it, and 
by dint of perseverance he ul^ innately 
discovered that the child his informant 
had heard ery was the one eagerly sought 
after. This, however, was net aocom- 
plished without great labor and eome dan- 
ger. Tbe belief at first was that tbe child 
had been “dropped” upon some door step, 
and had perished, and that it had been res- 
cued from deaih only to become the inmate 
of a workhouse. Brett’a primary inquiries 
were direoted to that point; bat he toon 
found it to be erroneous. He then directed 
hia attention to the discovery of the woman 
indicate! by Mackay. He traveled frem 
Court to Court throughout St. Giles’, and at 
length went to a filthy alley called Lincoln’s 
Court, in Drury Lane. In one of the 
houses in this place he discovered the 
woman Andrews, and he alto traced the 
child into her possession- After searching 
various rooms Brett proceeded to a small 
apartment oa the second floor. Ie one cor- 
ner lay a man, nearly naked, apparently in 
a dying state, and squatting all over the 
floor were several women in a most ragged 
and miserable condition. The whole place 
was in a dreadful state, the s'enoh from the 
tilth being almost overpowering On the 
floor in thi* horrible dan Brett discovered 
the heir to £14 000 a year — almost in a state 
of nudity, and covared with vermin and 
filth. No shoes were on his feet, and only 
one dry rag enveloped his entire body. The 
toes wwQ£Jn£rribly scarred with th» impres- 
sions ot' wouwds, no doubt inflicted by 
walking on stones; while the head and body 
generally showed unmistakable marks of 
neglect and ill usage. The house, from 
bottom te top, appeared to be occupied by 
prostitutes aad beggars. Having seized 
the child, and at length reached the street, 
Brett placed both it and Mrs. Andrews in a 
cab, and conveyed them to Mr. Cooke’s 
office. 

Brett was aferwards informed by Mrs. 
Andrews that on one wet Saturday she was 
standing in Windmill street, Haymarket, 
apparently selling songs and stay-laces, bat 
in reality begg ng with her two children — 
one in arm» and the other in ths gutter by 
her side — when a man answering the de- 
scription of the prisoner passed her, and in 
a furtive manaer slipped a shilling into her 
hand. Having passed and repassed several 
times, he beckoned her to follow him to a 
dark part of the street. She did so, and he 
then asked if she wonld take a ohild to 
nurse, telling her that she need only treat it 
as her own, and that she might, if able, dis- 
pose of it by placing it in some workhouse 
or asylum. She promised to procure 
the advice of a friend, and made aa sp- 
appointment for the following night in the 
same plaoe. The man kept the appoint, 
ment and at that meeting he agreed to give 
her £16 a year for taking charge of the 
child, and told her to meet him at the same 
e pot on the following Wednesday night, 
when he would take her to a place where 
she should receive the child. Tbe further 
appointment was also kept; but Mrs. An- 
drews was accompanied on the occasion by 
a woman named Mrs. Seott, alias Mary Ann 
Idle, who is at present undergoing twelve 
mouths’ imprisonment in Totbill fields, 
for robbing a geu leman in the street. She 
added that all three went in a cab to 
the Northwestern Railway station, in 
Euston square, on the Wednesday night, 
where they received the child as s'ated 
by Catharine Parsons. Mrs. Andrews 
related the conversation she h*d with the 
girl as to how the child had been treated 
| at R igby, and stated that ber ftieni Scott, 
alias Idle, went with the m in to a beer shop 
near the station, and there rec»ived £15 
from him for them to take the chi’d away. 
She also stated that when she received the 
ohild it was wrapped in a shawl which she 
•afterwards pledged. Brett had redeemed 
the shawl, which had been identified by 
Mrs. Hill. The officer had also obtained 
pnsse-siou from Mrs. Andrews of a box 
which Mrs Hill also identified as being 
he one sent hy her with the child, 
filled with baby linen, and it was worthy 
•>f mention that the prisoner had, with 
•he object of still further destroying 
identity, cat oat all the marks which 
tiad been inserted upon the infant's 
oliihiag. Mrs. Andrews further stated 
that when the man gave her the child, he 
told her that the mother was dead, and that 
he was a clerk, going to travel upon the 
Continent, but he gave her neither name 
nor address She did not b-Iieve ‘-all was 
right,” and ul'imately had the child regis- 
tered in her maiden name, which was Fare- 
hrother. Brett testified the truth of that 
statement, and found an entry in the book 
of the registrar of St Giles’, to the effeot 
'hat on the 28-h of February, 1859 a ohild 
five weeks old had been regisured in the 
name of Albert Farebrother — the name 
given by the prisoner to the woman when 
she received the child. To further prove the 
identity of the child. Brett went to every 
hmise where Mrs. Andrews had lived in St. 
Giles, from the time the child left Rugby to 
the hour of its recovery, and he found 
her statement true ia every particular. 
He appertained that on ono occasion, 
when Mrs Andrews was sent to prison for 
begging, the child, with her own, was placed 
in St. Giles’ workhouse, where it remained 
ua’il she regained ner liberty, when sho 
used it, as before, for the Darp .so of exoit- 
iag the commisssration of the public on her 
h'g'ing expeditions Scott, alias Idle, had 
be -n sent to prison, and oorrobora’ed all the 
features of the case a« detailed by Andrews, 
alias Farebrother. Upon it* recover/ the 
child was restored to its anther, who, 
»t ie scarcely necessary to state, received 
it wi’h nuboanled expression of joy 
and affeo ioa. Unfortuoa'ely, owing to 
he neg'eot from starvation and cold, it had 
to be Disced under the care of eminent m*d. 
•oil men, and i s ul imate recovery was by 
no m a is certain. 

The fao'8 being established, a warrant was 
issued for fii l’s arrest. He was absrotfrom 
England at the time, but his wife, feigning 
a desire for reconciliation, appointed a 
alic-i in London where he was to meet her. 
He came in disguise and was arrested, an«f 
-ubsequenUy held to answer for haviog 
caused to be made a fake registration of his 
child's birth-

Military and War Items- 

Recruiting at camp Joe Holt is progress- 
ing brnkly. A company is expected from 
the upper part of Clark county, and several 
others from d fferent parts of the district. 

The 39th Illinois has left for St. Lonis, 
where they will leceive their arms. The 
Chicago Post says this is the fortie>h regiment 
of iroop9 of all kinds which Illinois has seat 
into the field, and makes the total number 
from that State now in service 42.000. 
This does not include several regiments of 
Missouri troops, made up largely of Illinois 
men The quota for Illinois is 45 000, 

which will, in a few days, be full. 

The Sandy Valley Advocate says there 
are several hundred volunteers now in camp 
at Catlettsburg, Boyd county, Ky., in com 
mand of Colonels Vinson and Moore. 

A large quantity of ammunition was 
shipped, day before yesterday, for this 
point, from the arsenal at Indianapolis 

With the 34th regiment now at Camp Joe. 
Holt, the 36th, which is also on the way 
here, and the three batteries Coming from 
Indianapolis, Indiana has sent into Ken 
tucky, dut ing the week just closed, 6,600 
men. 

Quartermaster General Vsjen, of Indiana, 
has goue to Cincinnati to contract with Miles 
Greenwood for six full batteries, twenty four 
guns to be smooth bored brass pieces and 
twelve of them rifled. 

The Lafayette Journal says that Tippe- 
canoe county, Indiana, will have sent in all 
tix'een companies to the war, and yet an 
other entire regiment can be raised if 
occasion demands it. 

We find the following items in the Indi- 
anapolis Sentinel of yesterday: 

Sixteen car loads of arms arrived yesterday 
over the Bellefontaine railroad, destined 
for Kentucky. Among them were ten smooth 
bored brass cannon, with carriages, caissons 
and all equipments. They were forwarded 
by the Jeffersonville railroad. 

Ten rifled cannon for Kentucky are ex- 
pected over the Bellefontaine railroad, from 
Pittsburg, to day. 

Col. Grose’s regiment, the 86th Indiana, 
arrived from Richmond yesterday. 

W. T. Wood has been appointed Junior 
Major of the 1st cavalry. 

Private Eti Abernatny, of the 19. h Indi- 
ana regiment, died in the hospital at Wash 
ington, on Saturday last, of fever. His 
remains were interred in the Soldier’s Home 
Cemetery. 

It will be seen by the following letter 
from J. B. Temple, President of the State 
Military Board, that no troops will be eu 
listed in the State service for twelve 
months, and all who have enlisted for that 
period will either be disbanded or can re 
enlist for “three years or the war :” 

Office Military Board, 1 
Frankfort, Oct. 12. 1861 / 

The commanding General in the State of 
Kentucky having decided, in concurrence 
with the General Government, to accept no 
troops except those enlisted for three years, 
unless sooner discharged, this Board has 
decided to incur no further expenses in 
recruiting twelve-months’ men. All such 
recruits will, taerefore, be instantly dis- 
banded, unlees they will oonsent to be 
mustered in for three years

This Committee, consisting of twenty 
oitixens, whose names havebeen announced 
by Mayor Delph, have already held two 
meetings; have organised their association, 
and are proceeding as rapidly as they are 
able to move in preparing to render all the 
service in their power to the destitute fam- 
ilies of those who have volunteered to 
defend the Union and to protect the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky.

The News. 

Wc find the following news from Western 
Virginia in the Cincinnati Enquirer of yes- 
terday , brought by a passenger of the Mary 

Cook: 

During the past two weeks there have 
been continuous tains, and the roads are 
almost Impassable. 

The campaign in Western Virginia is vir. 
tually ended, and preparations are en foot 
to withdraw a portion of our forces there, 
and send them iuto Kentucky, leaving only 
a sufficient force to prevent the rebels from 
approaching north of Ganley River or west 
of Cheat Mountain. The probabilities are 
however, that the Seoeshers have no desire 
to come through a oountry they already had 
laid waste and left barren. 

Mr. Quinn was at Be wall's Mountain when 
a battle between our forces and the rebels 
was so imminent. The enemy were en- 
trenched on a mountain four miles and a 
half from our army, and their camp fires 
were plainly visible. The enemy’s p : ckets 
fired upon the Federal pickets, but no 
damage was done. On Sunday evening 
General Roseorans fell back on Camp 
Lookout, and then to Mountain Cave. We 
will not be surprised to hear of Rosccrans 
in Kentucky withia tea days. The enemy 
have already gone in the direction of Cum- 
berland Gap. 

We find the following item of interest in 
the Sandy Valley Advocate of the 9.h inst.: 

By the best information we have from 
Prestonsburg, it appears that there are 
collected in camp at that place about 2.000 
rebels on foot, and 500 cavalry. One hal: 
are said to be well armed. They have two 
pieoes cf artillery, and are fortifying the 
place. The cavalry are scouring the coun- 
try aud committing all manner ef depreda- 
tions. If these robbers are not routed roon 
they will become the terror of this whole 
valley. 

It iB useless to underrate their numbers, 
or the importauoo of this point. It is a 
point of much importance from its proxlmi 
ty to the Virginia line, affording a road by 
which cattle, horses, &o . can be passed 
over into Virginia, as well as a place of 
defense against any effort to send Union 
forces up our valley into Tennessee. lVe 
regard it of the first importance that an im 
mediate attack be made on this point ; 
forces can be raised sufficient to rout them 
in one week 

They have chosen this position for render 
vous on account of its proximity to tbe 
Virginia line, hoping to establish a com 
muuication through which they can carry 
contraband goods to the rebels in Virginia, 
and as soon as their force will justify, to 
make incursions throughout the surround- 
ing country and down the valley for the 
purpose of oversweiog the Union men, 
stealing their horses, cattle, and other 
property.
